Hr. LISTON further advised that after winning the 
Heavyweight Championship from PATTERSON, he received numerous j 

“crank™ letters from people throughout the United States but ] 

none of these letters contained any threats of physical harm 
to him, j 
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Ho pointed out that he still does, on occasion, 
receive a cranl: letter iron irate boxing fans, and that 
in the event ho ova* did receive any letter which contained 
a threat of physical hara to hia, ho v/ould immediately 
notify the Denver £31 Office. 
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On July 8, 1964, the facts of this 
were discussed with Assistant TJ. S. Attorney 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, at which t 
follows: 

Although the two letters in question appear to be 
a technical violation of the Extortion Statute, they appear 
to be "crank" letters concerning a person who is in such 
a position to be the recipient of such "crank" letters. He 
said that he would decline prosecution as he feels the 
letters are of the "crank" type. 
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
